This WAGE CHEQUE is one of hundreds of thousands 
issued by a well-known employer — the DOMINION OF 
CANADA. It is payment at the rate of 20 cents a day 
(with board) for work done at Jasper National Park. 


It is a misnomer to call this “relief wages.” It is very 
far from giving relief to the recipient. Far from giving 
relief to the business men and the remaining workers of 
Canada, it is aggravating the condition from which Can- 
ada is suffering today—THE LOSS OF THE PURCHAS- 
ING POWER OF ITS PEOPLE. Over a million and a half 
adults out of the ten million men, women and children who 
Compose the population of Canada are down to the twenty 
cents a day standard of penury. 


A nation is a composite community which exists by 
division of labor and the exchange of products between 
its members—with a percentage of exchange of goods with 
other countries in return for commodities not capable of 
economic production within its boundaries. 


Money in its dual forms of CURRENCY and CREDIT 
is the medium through which exchange is conducted— 
“THE LIFE-BLOOD OF THE NATION.” 


What is it Canada lacks today that it should suffer 
stagnation—the farmer unable to sell his produce at a 
fair price, the workman unable to sell his labor at any 
price, the merchant unable to dispose of his stocks and the 
real estate holder threatened with confiscation through 
mounting taxation which he cannot meet? It is not lack of 
natural resources. Our forests and mines, our farms and 
our fisheries are capable of production beyond our needs. 
It is not lack of capable skilled and unskilled labor. In the 
ranks of the 20-cent-a-day army are men from the learned 
professions as well as great numbers of men with thews and 
sinews, skilled in all the trades and arts and forms of pro- 
duction. 


There is no lack of needs. Our people need food and 
clothing, better homes, skilled services, roads, autos, radios 
—indeed they need everything they can produce. The 
government itself is in great need of highways, so that 
Canadians can travel their own country, or pass from 
province to province without having to go through a for- 
eign country as they now must do to pass from Alberta to 
British Columbia or from Manitoba to Ontario. 


There is only one thing we lack—the means of ex- 
change—money. Had we a sufficient volume of money and 
credit available today, Canada could immediately end the 
depression. Men could be put to work at fair wages. With 
their wages they could buy needed goods. Money circu- 
lates many times over in the course of a year. With the 
circulation of fair wages for Canada’s present unemployed 
the present vicious circle would change into a circle of 
benefits to all.: 


How shall a start be made upon a program to end the 
depression and bring back normalcy? It is useless for the 
farmer or merchant to go to the banks for money. Banks 
are rigid business institutions. Bank managers are re- 
stricted from making loans except where safety can be 
proved. With today’s low commodity prices and large scale 
unemployment it is impossible for farmers or merchants 
to obtain bank credit UNLESS THEY ARE MAKING 
PROFITS AND CAN PROVE IT! 


The first step must be made by the Dominion govern- 
ment. Three years of twenty-cent-a-day relief wages re- 
veal the utter folly of such a policy. The remedy is clear. 
Instead of FORCING MEN TO LABOR AT TWENTY 
CENTS A DAY, OR STARVE, the Dominion Government 
must initiate a program of useful and needed public 
works, PAYING A FAIR DAY’S WAGE TO EACH 
WORKER. Every dollar spent must add a dollar or more 
to the public wealth. 


Can the Dominion Government finance such a pro- 
gram? It could finance it A HUNDRED TIMES OVER— 
as it would tomorrow if a war started. The Federal Gov- 
ernment has power to issue currency. Even under the 25 
per cent. gold reserve limitation it has imposed on itself, 
THE GOLD RESERVES OF CANADA AT THE PRES- 
ENT TIME WARRANT THE ISSUE OF A FURTHER 
$100,000,000 OF NATIONAL CURRENCY. If necessary, 
the Dominion Government could take power, as govern- 
ments did during the war, TO ISSUE CURRENCY 
AGAINST THE NATIONAL CREDIT WITHOUT GOLD 


BACKING. 

What would that $100,000,000 do if expended on use- 
ful public works? It would add $100,000,000 or more to 
the public wealth. IT WOULD TAKE EVERY RELIEFER 
OFF THE MISERABLE DOLE and make him or her a 
self-respecting citizen. It would enable this army of work- 
ers to become an army of consumers—with the immedi-

A UNITED FRONT 

The people of western Canada owe a debt of 
gratitude to Premier Pattullo of British Colum- 
bia for calling the western premiers promptly 
into conference and putting before them a pro- 
gram for dealing aggressively with the unem- 
ployment situation and the related evils which 
have brought about that situation or resulted 
therefrom. 

The fact that the four premiers were able 
to conclude their conference in a single day, and 
conclude it with unanimous approval of the 


* 


program, is proof that Mr. Pattullo knows very | 


definitely what he wants to do, and that his 
method of attacking the problem recommends 
itself readily to those who have been at close 
grips with it. That the 
British Columbia, the U.F.A. premier of Alberta, 
the Conservative premier of Saskatchewan, and 
the Coalition premier of Manitoba found them- 
selves in agreement as to the proper line of 
action vetoes any suggestion of partisan or 
political trend in the proposals. 

As a result these four provinces will speak 
as one to the other provinces and to the Dom- 
inion Government on the subject that has 
puzzled and paralysed every government in 
Canada for the last three years. Whether they 
will be able to enlist the support of the eastern 
provinces and gain the assent of the Dominion 
tovernment remains to be seen. If not, the 

lt will not be a lack of known and positive 
arreement among the western provinces. These 
will now present a united front, and a common 
demand for action. 

The program they have adopted will be 
widely discussed in detail. For the moment 
the important thing is that they have agreed 
to make common cause and have charted the 
course. It is due to Premier Pattullo to say that 
in the few days he has been in office he has 
done more to inspire and organize a drive for

recovery than all the governments in Canada 


together have done in three years. 


HOW TO COLLECT TAXES 

For the past eleven months of this year 
Edmonton tax collections are $187,314 less than 
for the corresponding months last year. This, 
despite the fact that special measures were 
taken this year to encourage payment. 

A discount was offered those who pre-paid 
their current taxes before the middle of Janu- 
ary. That brought in $500,000 of current taxes, 
before the bills had been sent out or the rate 
struck. A discount was offered, good during a 
four month period, for the payment of arrears 
dating back to 1931 and beyond. As a result 
there is a gain of $40,000 in the payment of 
arrears on property. 

But the total collections of current taxes and 
arrears, plus the proceeds from the sale of 
forfeited property, show a drop, and a heavy 
drop, from the total of last year. Without a 
doubt this shortage would be still greater if 
these inducements to pay had not been offered. 
The sum turned in during the pre-payment 
period, and the increased payment of arrears, 
establish that point. 

The moral is plain. Discounts, rather than 
penalties, will have to be relied upon to get in 
taxes while the depression continues. There is 
in fact reason to think the penalty has ceased 
to be effective in forcing prompt payment. The 
taxpayer knows that at the worst the city can 
only take his property; and the city now has 
more confiscated property than it knows what 
to do with. And he may suspect, not without 
some reason, that in order to clear the books 


the city will eventually have to write off penal- | 


ties and accept tax arrears at face value. There 
is at least a “gambler's chance” of that hap- 
pening. 

But a discount is a discount. It offers the 
taxpayer the chance to save money, here and 
now, as the reward for self-denial or an extra 
effort to make up the current or over-due levy 
These are times when the opportunity to save 
has a peculiarly strong appeal to every class of 
taxnayer. 

The council for 1934 would be well advised 
to base its tax-collection measures on that solid 
fact. If an offered discount will not bring in 
tax-money, the threat of a penalty cannot do it. 

WINNING, “AS USUAL” 

Alberta exhibitors have been giving a good 
account of themselves at the Chicago inter- 
national, as they always do, and are assured of 
bringing home a list of awards of which they 
and the people of the province will have cause 
to be proud. 

The past season in Alberta was a far from 
favorable one, Weather conditions cut down the 
yield heavily, and thereby reduced the area and 
the number of farms from which exhibits could 
have been selected. A summer frost visited some 


districts, and put these out of the running as 
regards wheat and other crops susceptible to 
injury at that time. 

But, as rivals at Chicago have reason to 
know, there is no such thing as an “off” season 
for this province. Alberta farmers can always 
be counted on to turn up there with a surpris- 
ing array of high class exhibits. The present 
year is no exception to that rule, and the awards 
which come to our exhibitors will be more 
significant because the summer was by no means 
normally favorable over the greater part of the 
province. 


A CONSTRUCTIVE PROGRAM 


The address which Mr. Howson delivered at 
the meeting of Young Liberals of the city on 
Monday evening was one to kindle interest in 
the political affairs of the province. It was 
reproduced in full in the Bulletin yesterday, and 
readers would do well to keep a copy for the 
information it contains.

— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


THE FIRST CANADIAN CLUB 

On this date, in 1892 a Ca- 
nadian club was formed at 
Hamilton. It claims to be the 


| first in Canada; but the claim 
| is contested by Guelph. 


As I 
do not want to be involved in 
any controversy, and not desir- 
ing to take any sides person- 
ally, I quote from an “Histor- 
ical Sketch of the Canadian 
Club Movement,” by J. Castell 
Hopkins, published in 1907: 
“The initiation of such a 
movement is naturally’a mat- 
ter of importance and of just 
pride to those who contributed 
to its inception. Until very 
lately there was no doubt ex- 
isting as to who deserved all 
the credit in this connection: in 
1907 claims were made to a 
share in the honors. The 
special claim made to paternity 
in the Canadian Club move- 
ment came from Guelph. It 
was asserted in speeches and 
newspaper correspondence and 
was to the effect that a Canad- 
ian Club had been formed in 
Guelph in 1888 by Mr. Mal- 
colm MacCormick, B.A., that it 
lasted several years; and that 
as the Hamilton club was not 
organized until 1893, the former 
was really the parent organiz- 
ation. A banquet wa. held in 
Guelph on December 7, 1907, 
to celebrate “the 19th anniver- 


| sary of the original Canadian 


Club”, and amongst the guests 
were Prof. Macgillivray, of 
Kingston and Mr. H. K. Cockin 
of Guelph, who were toasted as 
honary members of the club in 
its early history. 

“As against this claim was 
the fact of the club being, in 
any case, out of existence when 
the Hamilton organization was 
founded; that Messrs. C. R. Mc- 
Cullough and W. Sanford Evans 
and other well known pioneers 
in the Hamilton movement had 
never heard of such a club; that

Moncton, Halifax, Barrie, Col- 
lingwood, Guelph, Brantford, 
Port Arthur, Peterborough, 
Stratford, St. Thomas and 
Woodstock in 1907.

The British In India _|

wold n anadian newspapers, an ordinary citizen 

nk that all the natives of India were united in an effort 
to get rid of the British. This is not true in general; and is only 
true in particular to the extent to which the British are blamed 
py, ow-carning classes for the conditions which keep earnings 
‘ow and make living conditions difficult. 

The trouble in India is occasioned by lack of earning power; 
and lack of opportunity to improve earning power. 

It must be admitted that for the first two hundred and fifty 
years of British occupation, the necessity for raising the earning 
power of the Indian people was not realized. Under the popu- 
lation found there by the British the question was not acute. 

Increase in population began as soon as internal wars were 
restricted and plagues and famines were fought and finally con- 
quered. Now some threa hundred and forty million people are 
trying to earn their living in the area occupied by about one 
hundred million people when the British came. 

This is not the whole area of India; which we commonly think 
is a human hive. The contrary is the case. A very high authority 
writing of India in 1933 said:— 

“The census total of 1931 is divisible into 272 million, or nearly 
“77% for British India and 82 million or 23% for the Indian States. 
“India is not over-populated—for two-thirds of the people live on 
“one-quarter of the area.” 

Except in transportation work and in the higher grades of pro- 
fessional and business life, increase of earning power in India has 
not kept pace with increase in population. Farmers in India have 
the same troubles with commodity prices that we have in Canada. 
An additional factor of economi¢ difficulty is that cattle have in- 
creased in number until there are more cattle in India than in 
the United States; while religious beliefs prevent live stock realiz- 
ation on any profitable basis. 

The desire for greater earning power is at the bottom of all 
unrest in India. True, the British by great irrigation plants, and 
by bridges, highways and railway systems are opening up great 
areas for settlement and cultivation; and by providing co-oper- 
ative and savings associations, of which there are now several 
thousand in India, are teaching many thousands of people the 
rudiments of the strength of united financial effort. 

These measures, however, are slow in effect on hundreds of 
millions of people; and the natives of India and their leaders are 
impressed with the belief that native Indian self-government will 
direct the agencies of govetnment more completely and more 
quickly towards improving earning power and living conditions. 
This has proved true in all parts of the world where it has been 
tried; nad undoubtedly will prove true in India. 

This is why the British Parliament is firmly resolved to ex- 
tend home rule in India to the fullest extent possible. Conserva- 
tive die-hards like Hon. Winston Churchill are bitterly opposing 


fit the people of India, but on the ground that it involves decreas- 
ing the power and prestige of the British Empire. 

The definitely ascertained truth is that the people of India 
can only be safely governed under constantly improving conditions 
of wages and living. The Indian Princes have at last agreed on 
this truth and have joined in the home rule movement; so that 
the people of the Indian States will have equal opportunity with 
those in British India. 

Raising of the general standard of wages and living conditions 
in India will lift one great chafing disadvantage from world 
economic conditions. Millions of people with too little earning 
power are a world liability—Every percentage of improvement 
in their conditions will be an equal percentage of world relief and 
of improvement in world commerce. This is why Canadians are 
directly interested in higher wages and better living conditions 
for the people of India.

The view 
taken by some ministers is that the 
federal administration is fully seiz- 
ed with the situation facing the 
provinces and will take what steps 
may be possible in their best inter- 
ests whether a conference is held 
or not, 

There is a constant exchange of 
communications between the prime 
|minister and the provincial gov- 
ernments and Mr. Bennett as well 
jas his ministers possess full knowl- 
| edge of conditions. It is likely the 
question of a conference in Ottawa 
will depend largely upon the course 
of events between now and the 
time parliament sits.
